The present head of the Institution 
is a Vermont woman of devotion and 
energy, who has now been in charge 
twenty one years. She has forty live 
teachers to aid her, till of whom can 
hear. It seems a large number for 
less than three hundred pupils, but 
the classes in the oral or articulation 
and lip-reading Hystem are necessarily 
mini! and these teachers rcceivo only 
their board and clothcH. 

Tho two departments are kept very 
distinct, the scholars using signs 
neither coming in contact v*ith those 
who learn to speak, in schoolroom, at 
the table, at play or worship. The 
pupils are all girls, the lenool for 
boyH being in another part of the city. 

The grand building is brick, new 
and cost $200,000, rained by solicita- 
tions of the Misters of Charity. In 
the same court is a stone building 
Where about eighty aged deaf mutes 

Bnd a •belter. I did not visit the 

school for deaf boys, two miles distant, 
nor the % Protestant Institution out of 
town, where a few blind pupils are 
ived as well as the deaf, because I 
had not time. 

I send you my letter just before 
Starting on the voyage from Vancou- 
ver to China. Tin* trip from Montreal 
to tho Pacific coast takes but five 
days and a half. 

May I have your sympathies and 
prayers in efforts for the deal of 
China.

One! Two! ! Three!!! 

Thirteen was the number of the 
box that Bounded a Are alarm all over 

the city last Pftday evening a( nine 
o'clock. Where the fire was, and 
whether the fire was large or small, 
we oared for it but little. Even the 

general alarm could not. attract our 
attention to it, so we continued our 
enjoyments in games, chatting and 
slumber, while the others who have 
one more sense than we have, became 
startled and ran down to the fire, 
where tho greatest SJtOltemenl prevail 
ed. Hut wo were mistaken, and 
give thanks lo Providence for tho uar 
row escape. The lire was in a largo 
frame building, owned by Kred Ayer, 
the famous pill man. It is located in 
the very centre of the business portion

On the 3rd and.lOth inst, (Wednes- 
day evenings) Prof. White addressed 
the (leaf mute audienoe at Alpha Hall, 
IS Essex Street, on the subject of 
"Utah, Mormon people, Religion ami 
Reformation." Your correspondent 
will make a condensed account of 
what the talented young lecturer said: 
When Utah was first settled, General 
Taylor said the Mormons have got on 
to the backbone of the continent. The 
early history of the territory may not 
be Familiar to the majority of our 
readers. It consitutes one of the 
most wonderful chapters in the re- 
ligious annals of the world. There 
were three important circumstances, 
having combined to excite an interest 
in the public regarding Utah. These 
are; 1. Tho discovery of silver and 
go]jl mines in the Territory. 2; The 
opening of the Paoifio Railroad. 3. 
The inauguration of social reform 
under competent and vigorous leader- 
ship. These momentous facts pro 
mise for Utah a glorious future. 
Miners have caught a glimpse of this 
coming era. They see in the future 
Salt Lake City, one of the principal 
centres of the continent. 

Territory consists of 300 settlements 
devoted to Mormon ism transformed. 
The necessity of recognizing the 
authority of the U. S. Government 
has interfered with the design of the 
Mormon leaders, which was to 
establish an independent theocracy — 
a u Kingdom of God."

.Johnston to crush a rebellion 
On the approach of the army, B 
ham Young sent a proclamation to 
meet It, in which he, as governor of 
Utah, forbade its ent ranee into the 

city. Protects from the governor and 

apostles were sent, affirming that 
Utah was loyal, had broken no law, 
and demanding investigation by a 
commission of honorable men. If 
the Union army should dare to disturb 
the Mormons, the Mormons would 

burn all the cities and settlement! in 

the territory, destroy their orchards 
and farms, and leave Utah a w 
place. The Federals promised that DO 
harm should befall the Mormons. A 
re-action, in favor of the Mormons, 
tool place throughout tho country.

The new temple was the object of 
interest. It is only three-fourths 
Completed, although 'the foundation 
was (aid about 85 years ago. It is to 
bo a grand, massive structure of native 
stone, nearly white.

One of the most singu 
lar features of a Mormon dance to an 
Eastern man is, that it was opened 
and closed with a long and ferevent 
prayer by one of the elders. One of the 
luxuries of life indulged in with godly 
pride in the Mormon settlements is 
the rearing of children, and these 
pledges Of perpetuity are excluded 
from no public gathering. Mr. White 
told us that he ofton saw a man walk- 
ing around in the streets of the City of 
Saints. }\o was once a man of great 
wealth, and the possessor of thousands 
of head of cattle and ponies. A 
rumor had reached his ears that gold 
had been struck at a certain place j 
the mouth of a Canon, and that miners 
were taking out plenty of dust daily. A 
blaze of excitement suddenly made the 
rich man sell his whole property, but 
a few Weeks of prospecting served to 
cool the excitement, and he left in ex- 
treme disgust and returned home pen- 
niless. It was a sad sight to see 
what a shabby condition he was in. 
YYo were greatly disappointed in not 
seeing any of the relics and water of 
Lake, Mr, White brought home 
With him, but they were quickly given 
away. At the close of the lecture, he 
was highly applauded, and said that 
he would give us the horrible and 
thrilling history of tho " Mountain 
Meadows Massacre'' next Wednesday.
